= origin of Cambridge as an Univerſity 

is very doubtful. We are however in- 
formed that one Cantaber, a Spaniard, about 
370 years before Chriſt, is intitled to this ho- 
nour: Certain it is, 'that after many years lay- 
ing deſolate, Sigebert, king of the Eaſt Angles, 
reſtored it A. b. 630. Henry I. received his 
education from Cambridge in 1080, who, from 
the proficiency he made during his relidence 
here, acquired the appellation of the Good 
Scholar (Beauclerc). About a century attcr 
this period, Leoffred, abbot of Crowland, fent 
from his manor of Cottenham daily, Gifleberr 
and three others of his fellow monks, to Cam- 
bridge, who hired a public barn for their lec- 
tures, but in the ſecond year their ſcholars in- 
crealed ſo rapidly, that they were obliged tv 
lave ſeparate apartments. No proviſion having 
as yet been made for the accommodation ot ihe 


ttudents, who (till hired halls or hotels for their 
B diſpu-

diſputations and exerciſes, the infant ſtate of 
vie univerſity received conſiderable checks 
from the exactions of the towni{men, whole 
houſes they were under the neceſſity of lodging 
in; at length Hugh Balſham, fub-prior, (after 
bithop of Ely,) founded the firſt college, in the 
year 1257, 41ſt of Henry III. which, from its 
vicinity to St. Peter's church, obtained the 
name of St. PETER's COLLEGE, which he 
endowed, in the year 1282, 11th of Edward J- 
with maintenance for a maſter, 14 fellows, 2 
bible clerks, and 8 poor ſcholars, and by will 
bequeathed goo marks (200l.) to build a hall.

AD Elizabeth, ſiſter and co-heir of Gil- 
bert, earl of Clare, wife of John de Burghe, 
lord of Connaught of Ireland, and mother of 
William de Burghe, laſt earl of Ulſter, built 


this college at her own expence, and endowed 


it with lands, for the maintenance of a maſter, 
10 fellows, and 10 fcholars, in the year 1347, 


35 Ed. III. on the fcite of the univerſity hall, 
founded 20 years before by Richard Badew or 
Badow, of Great Badow, near Chelmsford in 
Eſſex, chancellor of Cambridge univerſity, 
which was reduced to aſhes by fire. 


Cure Hall, according to Dr. Caius, was alſo called 
S;/ere lu, which is moſt likely a corruption of Scho- 
lar's Hall.

MANY de Saint Paul, daughter of Guido de 

Chaſtillion earl of Saint Paul in France, 
and of Mary, daughter of John earl of Rich- 
mond, and of Beatrice daughter of Edward III. 
king of England, baronneſs of Voiſſer and 
Mountenai, and third wife of Andomair de 
Valencia earl of Pembroke, who was made a 
widow on the day of her marriage, her huſband 
being killed in tilting on his wedding-day; upon 
which melancholy event, ſhe retired from the 
delights of the world, and devoted herſelf and 
eſtates to pious purpoſes, among the principal 
of which was the foundation of the college of 
Maria de Valencia, commonly called Pembroke 
Hall, in the year 1343, and 18 of Edward III. 
She ſurvived her huſband 42 years. Denny 
Abbey, in Cambridgeſhire, was alſo founded by 
her. She obtained a charter of incorporation 
from Edward III. for 24 fellows and 6 fcho- 
lar-thips, but only 6 of the former and 2 of the 
latter were founded by her.

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THE COLLEGE OF CORPUS CHRISTI 
AND THE B. VIRGIN MARY, 


(VULGO) 


BENE'T COLLEGE. 
—— 


1 College was founded in a different 
manner from any other in either of the 
univerſities: viz. by two ſocieties, Gilda Cor- 
poris Chriſti and Gilda Beatz Mariz Virginis, 
i. e. the Gild of the Body of Chriſt, and the 
Gild of the Bleſſed Virgia Mary. The word 
gild or guild is derived from the Saxon, and 
lignifies any joint ſociety or incorporated body: 
Theſe gilds were anciently a company aſſociated 
for religious or mercantile purpoſes, and, from 
the derivation of the word, are ſuppoſed to 
have had their origin. in Saxony, though there 
were ſeveral of them alſo among the Franks, 
Germans and other northern nations. They 
conſiſted of both ſexes, and of all ranks, and 
at their admiſſion contributed to the aſſociation 
in proportion to their circumſtances. Three 

annual

annual officers governed theſe ſocieties; an 
alderman, who was the principal, and the other 
two treaſurers: They had alſo a body of ſta- 
tutes that on admiſſion they were {worn to ob- 
ſerve. But to return to the two gilds of Cam- 
bridge. They, at ſeveral periods, obtained 
from Edward III. licenſes for holding lands in 
Mortmain, in the deſire for which there was 
much emulation, but Corpus Chriſt Gild con- 
ſiderably outſtripped her fifter in endowment? 
The ſociety of St. Mary's Gild obſerving this, 
requeſted an union, which was as readily con- 
ſented to by the former, as the latter held conſi- 


derable lands in mortmain. Thus united by 


the mutual conſent of both parties, an inſtru- 
ment was obtained from the king, through the 
mediation of Henry duke of Lancaſter, their 
mutual friend and patron, empowering them 
not only to found their college, but likewiſe 
. conſiderably to increaſe it's revenues. This 
nobleman, who was afterwards ſolicited to be- 
come their guardian, was only fon of Henry 


earl of Lancaſter, ſecond fon of Edmund ſur- 


named Crouchback, younger fon of Henry III. 
and was born at Griſmond caſtle in the county 
of Monmouth. He is generally deemed the 


tounder of this new united ſociety, but no con- 


fiderable

ſiderable bounty was conferred on It by him. 
The manor of Barton was bought of, and not 
conferred by him on, the members of this ſo- 
ciety. The college was founded under the 
name of the college of Corpus Chriſti and of the 
Bleſſed Virgin Mary, after the two guilds, and 
is now more commonly known by the name of 
Bene't College, from its vicinity to St. Beneꝰt's 
church.—In conſequence of the above-mention- 
ed licenſe, the aldermen and brethren tranſ- 
ferred their premiſes to Thomas de Eltiſle, 
who was the firſt maſter; Sir John Ray- 
ſoun of Fulbourn, and Sir Thomas Caumpes, 
the two firſt, and, at that time, the only fellows, 
(the ſociety revenues not being ſufficient to 
maintain any more): to be held by them and 
their ſucceſſors for ever, by an inſtrument bear- 
ing date St. Benedict's day 1333, and 27th of 
Edward III.

RINITY HALL was an hotel for the en- 
tertainment of ſtudents long before any 
colleges were erected, and was enlarged by 
Richard Ling, alias Herling, chancellor of the 
Univerſity, Walter Backton, Thomas Walſing- 
ham, and others. In the latter end of the 
reign of Edw, III. John de Crawden, prior of 
Ely, obtained it from that king, for his monks 
to ſtudy in, but afterwards exchanged it, with 
the lands thereto belonging, for the advowlan- 
ces of certain rectories, with William Bateman, 
born in the city of Norwich, and afterwards 
biſhop of that place; he was a perſon well Kil- 
led in the civil and canon law, and was there- 
fore employed by the king as ambaſlador to the 
pope, in which embaſſy he died at Avenion. 
The biſnop obtained the king's licence or char- 


ter to erect his new poſſefion into a college, in 


the year 1351, and 26th of that monarch's 
reign, appointing a maſter, 2 fellows, and 3 
ſcholars, to be ſtudents in the civil and canon 
law, and 1 fellow to ſtudy divinity, and be 
chaplain to the college.

12 college was began to be built by Ed- 

mund de Gonvil (younger brother to Sir 
Nicholas de Gonvil, of Ruſhworth, knight), 
rector of Ruſhworth and Terrington, in Nor- 
folk, where he had founded a college of canons, 
tor whom Walter de Mamey obtained a li- 
cence or charter of king Edw. III. anno 1348, 
to incorporate his college: The foundation was 
commenced where the garden and tennis court 
of Bene't ſtand, which he dedicated to the Vir- 
gin Mary ; but dying ſoon after, he left by 
well a large ſum of money, to Dr. Bateman, 
biſhop of Norwich, and founder of Trinity 
Hall, to finiſh and endow it. The biſhop 
wiſhing to bring this new hall nearer to his 
own, tranſplanted it where it is now 
ſituated, and endowed it with lands and tene- 
ments. To this college he gave the name of 
Gonvil Hall, appointing a maſter, 4 fellows, 
and 2 ſcholars. About 200 years after, in the 
reign of queen Mary, John Caius, doctor of 
phyſie, fon of Robert Caius, a Yorkſhire-man, 
added a new court to this college, built

the three gates of humility, honour, and 
virtue. (Which laſt is one of the beſt pieces 
of architecture in the kingdom), and en- 
dowed the college with the demeſnes of 
Crokelly, in Rickmanſworth, Herts; the manor 
of Bincombe, in Doſetſhire, with the advowſon 
of the par ſonages of Rungton and Burnham- 
thorpe, in Norfolk, and the manor of Swanlſly, 
in Caxton, Cambs; and alſo doubly the number 
of fellows; laſtly, he gave a new name to the 
college, calling it GONVIL, or CAIUS (but 
from corruption, more commonly called Keys) 
COLLEGE. Dr. Caius ſpent much of his 
time in the Italian univeriities, writing and 
tranſlating many books; and after his return 
was made phyfician to queen Mary. He died 
in the year 1373, and hes buried in the chapel 
of his college, under a plain tomb, with this 
laconic epitaph,

1* 1441, Henry 6th built a finall college, in 

and about the places where Auguſtine's Hot- 
tel, God's Houte, and the Church of St. Nicho- 
las formerly flood, which he dedicated to that 
faint, on whole day he was born, endowed it 
and appointed a rector, and 12 ſcholars. W il- 
liam Eingham, rector of St. John'Tachary's, in 
London, founded a little hoſtel the following 
year contiguous to king Henry's college, to be 
governed by a procter, and 23 ſcholars, all to 
be men ſtudying the criticiſms of grammar. 
The year 1442, king Henry with the full con- 
len: of Bingham, united and enlarged theſ: two 
into one college, adding alſo the church of St. 
John Lachary, then belonging to Trinity Hall; 
in recompence for which, he gave to that hall 
the patronage of St. Edward's, in Cambridge, 
and founded the preſent college, which he call- 
ed the college of the bleed Virgin Mary and 
the glorious confetor St. Nicholas, now univer- 
lally known by the name of KING's COL- 
LEGE, appointing a proveit, 20 fellows and

ſcholars, 3 chaplains, 6 clerks, 16 choriſters, 
aud a maſter over them, who is alto the orga- 
nit, 15 oſſicers of the ſoundauon, beiides 12 
fervitors to the {enior fellows, and 6 poor f- 20+ 
lars; amounting in all to 169. For the erecting 
and founding this college, and that at Econ, 
near Windſor, Henry enteo.ted certain bithops 
and others, with lands and poiicttons, part of 
his inheritance of the duchy of Cornwall, to che 
value of near io. per annum, declaring in his 
will how the faid money ſhould be employed 
on the ſaid two colleges.” It almoit unveceſ- 
tary to add, that if the whole plan nad been put 
1:9 execution, and had been carried on in 
ſymmetry with the chapel, it would have ex» 
ceciied any building of the kind at pretent 
known, and it appears evident, that the king's 
intention was, that that ſhould have been the 
cafe, but it was entirely obitructed by his imme- 
diate tucceſior Edward, who attempted to check 
rather than forward the undertaking. e can- 
not cake leave of King's, without notici g the 
chayel of this college, althoug! it will be !oreign 
to our plan, as well as exceed our limits to en- 
ter into a particular detail of the beantꝭes of this 
noble editice ; let it ſuſice therefore to obſerve, 

that

that it is juſtly eſteemed the ſineſt ſpecimen of 
Gothic architecture perhaps at preſent in the 
world; the architect's name was Cloos: the 
Rructure, and particularly of the inner roof, is 
lo exquilucly curious, that it is even fd to 
have puzzled the great Sir Chriſtopher VV ren. 
The ſtone work is ſo geometrically contrived, 
that immenſe key-ſtones, each a ton eight, 
are ſuſpended at equal diſtances from the middle 
of this roof, and fupport the whole. Henry un 
extended the bu:iding 168 feet in length, and 
kaiſhed the outſide thell. Henry #th imnifted 
the intide, erecting the ſtalls, adorning them 
wich the excellent carving, and the windows 


with the painted glaſs.

2 titular king of Sicily and Jeruſalem, 
and wife to Henry VI. founded this college, 
in a place formerly called Goole Green, dedi- 
cating it to St. Margaret and St. Bernard, and 
gare lands tu the amount of 2001. appointing a 
Preſident and tour Fellows. The firſt tone was 
lad on the 15th of April, 144%. by Sir John 
Venlock. Andrew Ducket, a iciar, rector of 
St. Botolph's, in Cambridge, and principal of 
Bernard Hotel, was a conſiderable advancer of 
this foundation; in 1465, he prevailed upon 
queen EH Abeth, relict of Sir J. Grey, and wife 
to Edward IV. to perfect what queen Margaret 
had begun, who afterwards became ſo great a 
benefactreſs, that ſhe is annually commemora- 
ted ad a co-· foundreſs ef the college.

12 Woodlark, S. T. P. afterwards 
chancellor of the Univerſity, born at 
Wakelly, near Stamford, in Northampton. 
ſh.re, being the lait foundation fellow, and 
third provoſt of King's College, purchaſed two 
tene:nents of Edward Story, firſt fellow of 
Pembroke Hall, biſhop ot Chicheſter, and pro- 
voit of St. Michael's, and two others of other 
per ous, all ſituated in Nill-ftrcet, about half 
way between King's and Queen's colleges, and 
obtaining a licente from king Edward IV. in 
the year 1475, he founded this hall, dedicating 
it to St. Carherine the virgin and martyr, and 
appointed tor the governing of it, a maſter, and 
3 fellows.— Three other fellowthips were ſoon 
after added, together with go {cholarſhips, and 
exhibitions, which Mrs. Mary Ramiden, of 
Norton, in Yorkſhire, has ſince increaſed with 
lix fellowlhips, and ten icholarihips.

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JESUS COLLEGE. 


fc college was formerly a Convent of 
Benedictine Nuns, founded, about the 
year 1133, in honor of the bleſſed Virgin Mary 
and St. Rhadegund, by Malcolm IV. the 
ninety-firſt king of Scotland, and Earl of 
Huntingdon and Cambridge, in the reign of 
king Stephen of England. This Rhadegund, 
daughter of Bertram, prince of Thuringia, was 
wife to Lotharius, king of France, (fon to Cle 
dovus the great, the firſt Clerrſhan king of that 
country ;) ſhe died in a ſmall monaſtery in 
Poictou, thereby gaining the reputation of 2 
Saint. This houſe falling much into decay, 
trom the vicious habits and profligaev of the 
Nuns, it was diffolved by a charter from 
Henry VII. and Pope Juhus II.; the houfe 
and lands were beſtowed on John Alcock, 
twenty eighth biſhop ef Ely, to convert into 


: college, in the year 1496, and twelfth of 
that king, s. reign, who dedicated it to Jeſus,

the Virgin Mary, and St. Rhadegund, and 
placed over it a maſter, fix fellows, and as 
many ſcholars. This biſhop, born at Beverley 
in Yorkſhire, was a man of extraordinary 
learning and virtue. He alſo built a free 
ſchool at Kingſton-upon-Hull in Yorkſhire.

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CHRIST'S COLLEGE. 


IN the year 1505, and twenty-firſt of Henry 
VII. the Lady Margaret, counteſs of Rich- 
mond and Derby, mother of that monarch and 
daughter of John Beaufort, duke of Somerſet, 
and Margaret Beauchamp, born at Bletſoe in 
Bedfordſhire, was the foundreſs of this college, 
on the ſeite of a monaſtery, which was called 
God's. houſe, founded by Henry VI. without 
Barnwell gate, oppoſite St. Andrew's church, 
after having obtained a licenſe from her ton 
Henry VII. altering the name from God's 
houte to Chriſt's college. It had been the in- 
tention of Henry VI. to advance the ſcholars 
of God's houſe to fixty, which his ſudden death 
prevented. Queen Margaret however, willing 
to put into execution the deſigns of Henry, 
completed the number, by plentifully endow- 
ing the college out of her own lands and poſ- 


2 thas her revenues alone were ſufficient

to afford an eaſy ſubſiſtenee for a maſter, twelve 
fellows, and forty-ſeven ſcholars, in all ſixty, 
Henry VI. being the founder of God's houſe, 
on which this college was built, is commemor- 
ated as one of their founders. Edward VI. 
afterwards added another fellowſhip and three 
ſcholarihips to this fociety.

THE ſcite of this college was formerly that 
of a priory itiled the hoſpital of the prior 
and brethren of the order of St. John the 
Evangeliſt, according to the rule and inſtiture 
of ot. Auguſtin in the Jewry (a place fo called 
irom the Jews living there) which priory was 
tounded by Nigellus, ſecond biſhop of Ely, 
and treaſurer to Henry I. in the year 1134, 
who endowed it with a revenue of 140l. 2 
year. 

This college was founded by the Lady 
Margaret, the founder of Chriſt college, in the 
year 1309, and was endowed by her with lands» 
manors, and poſleſſions of the yearly value of 
4ool. Her untimely death retarded the pro- 
greſs of her infant college which happen'd foon 
after its foundation, but by will the deviſed the 
toreſaid lands, together with the ſcite of the 
citolved priory of St. Johns, with the revenue 
2ereof, amounting to 8g]. per annum, to her

executors, in truſt for the building of this 
College ; and they obtaining a charter bearing 
date gth April, 1511, built a moſt beautiful 
College, ard appointed Alan Percy, younger

giving them a ſet of ſtatutes which they were

1 ſcite of this college was originally tha: 

of a priory dedicated to St. Giles, and 
afterwards became noted for the three famous 
monaſteries, of Ely, Ramſey and Walden 
about the year 300. Theſe houſes were how- 
ever purchaſed in 1519, by Edward Stafford, 
third duke of Buckingham, earl of Stafford, 
&c. &c. who united them into one college for 
the benefit of the Univerſity, naming the 
ſame Buckingham-hall. Afterwards, Tho- 
mas, Lord Baron Audley of Walden, Lord 
High Chancellor of England, and Privy Coun- 
cellor of Henry VIII. in 1542, obtained of that 
king, a grant of this college, which ſociety he 
incorporated by the name of the college of St. 


Mary Magdalen, vulgarly called Maudlen, and 
it has been ſuppoſed he fixed on this name, 


decauſe, it will be obſerved, the word contains 
the founder's name, with the addition of a 
letter at either end: He allo endowed it with 
lands and tenements, (among which were par. 
cels of the priory of the Holy Trinity in Lon- 
don,) for the maintenance of a Maſter, and

RINITY COLLEGE the moſt elegant 

and magnificent in the univerſity, was 
tounded where formerly ſtood two colleges 
and an hoſtel.—-1it. That of St. Michael the 
archangel, founded on the 25th of September 
1324, by Henry Stanton, alias Stratton, canon 
of the churches of St. Peter at York, and St. 
Andrew at Wels. rector oi Eaſt Dereham and 
Northcreak in Norfolk, aud chancellor of the 


exchequer 17th Edward Il. The yearly rents 
of this Route then amounted to 144]. 138. 1d. 


which was enrcihed with many poſleftions ot 

John Iiney. 
2d. King's Hall, founded by king Edward 
II. in the year 1376, and giſt of his reign, 
endowing it with large policitions, fo that it 
was reckon'd the beſt landed foundation in the 
univerlity ; and 3d. Philwick's hoſtel, an un- 
endowed houſe, formerly the dwelling of 
William Phiſwick, eſquire beadle, which he

Henry VIII. granted to that hall 3]. per 
annum, ) and erected a ſmall college in 1393, 
for receiving the ſtudents of that hall when 
too crowded. 

Henry VII, made great additions to the 
revenues of theſe three focieties, in the year

founded one ſpacious college, dedicating it to 
the holy and undivided Trinity, and endow- 
ing it fo largely that he left it with the yearly 
income of 1300l. for the maintenance of a 
Maſter, 60 Fellows, 40 Scholars, &c. &c. re- 
ſerving at the ſame time for himſelf and his 
ſucceſſors, the prerogative of appointing the 
Maſter. | 

Queen Mary built the beautiful chapel to 
this college, and added a revenue of 3381. a 
year, for the maintenance of 20 ſcholars,

els or Gilbert Lord Samford, heredicary lord 
chamverlain to the queen of England, and 
wife © Robert Vere fifth earl of Oxford. 
After the ſuppreſſion of monaſteries it became 
the dwelling houſe of a Ir. Sherwood, from 
whom, it is ſuppoſed, {ir Walter Mildmay, kat. 
fifch fon of Thomas Mildaay of Chelmsford in 
Eſſex, chancellor of the dutchy of Lancaſter, 
and Exchequer, privy counfellos to queen 
Elizabeth, in the 26th year of her reign, pur- 
chaſed the fame and founded the preſent ſociety 
by the name of Emanuel College, obtaining a 
licenſe or charter of incorporation for that pur- 


pole,

poſe, which he endowed for the maintenance 
of a maſter, 3 fellows, and 4 ſcholars. To 
this number were afterwards added 11 fellow- 
ſhips, partly by the founder's liberality, and

PETER-HOUSE COLLEGE. 


AT this college there are 22 fellows, 14 of 
which are on the foundation, the remainder are 
bye-fellows, whe as ſuch are eligible to no one 
office in the college, and are perfetly diſtinct 
from thoſe on the foundation. The foundation 
fellowſhips are appropriated to North aud South 
candidates, and if there are already two of a 
country, a vacancy muſt happen before another 
perſon can be elected. With reſpect to the ſcho- 
larthips at this college, the number is variable, 
as the ſociety can at pleaſure (according to the 
ſtate of their revenue) increaſe or diminiſh the 
number. The beſt ſcholarſhips here are not 
worth more than 131. per ann. which being paid 
weekly, aud according to relidence, muſt necei- 
ſarily be of little advantage. There are no ſcho- 
larſhips appropriated here, except a few, which 
are in the patronage of lord Melbourne. There 
is a librarian, whoſe ſalary is 161. per ann. This 
oflice is always given to a ſizar of the college.

THE fellowſhips in this college, 15 in number, 
are open to all counties, but the ſucceſſion is very 
flow, as on an average there arc not more than 
two livings vacant in the courſe of three years. 

There are ſeveral ſcholarſhips belonging to the 
ſociety, which in point of value are inconſider- 
able, being worth only fiom 5 to 1ol. per ann. 
Beſides which there are five or fix, founded by 
one Parkins, a citizen of London, to be given 
to men educated at Merchant Taylor's ſchool. 
He was himſelf of that ſchool, and ſtood for 
election at St. John's college, Oxford: but being 
ſuperannuated, and on that account ineligible» 
he bequeathed a ſum of money to found theſe 
ſcholarſhips, which were to be given to thoſe 
who came from Merchant Taylor's ſchool ſuper- 
annuated. The value of each is ol. per ann. 
and may be held ſeven years. The ſcholar's 
sought to reſide thirty-nine weeks, but the college 
diſpenſe with nine weeks of that reſidence, in 
conſideration of their forfeiting four guineas and 
a half, or half a guinea for every week they may 
be abſent. Theſe ſcholar's are looked upon with 
an unfavourable eye by the ſociety, in proof of 
which it has been remarked, that of late years 

| | | only 
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only one has been elected to a foundation ſcho- 
larſhip, which circumſtance is an inſuperable 
barrier to their ever being elected fellows of the 
college. Parkins alſo founded a ſcholarſhip to 
be given away to a ſtudent of this college, who 
ſhall have had his education at Bowes ſcheot in 
Yorkſhire. 

There is another ſcholarſhip of 361. per ann. 
left by an old lady, for a ſuperannuated Merchant 
Taylor's man: to hold which no reſidence is 
required“.

BENNE'T COLLEGE. 


AT the feundation of this college, 2 fellow- 
ſhips only were founded: 6 more were added at 
different times by Sir Jobn Cambridge, Henry 
Fangmore, and others. Archbiſhop Parker in- 
creaſed the number by 2, which he appropriated 
to the city of Norwich, and alſo defired the ſo- 
ciety to found 2 others. All the fellowfhips are 
open te any county, except the 2 Norwich ones. 

The maſter and fellows founded the firſt ſcho- 
larihip in the year 1457, his office was to read 
out of the Bible in the hall, aſſiſt in linging maſs, 
and wait on the fellows table; for which he had 
his commons, with a manciple during their plea- 
ſure. 

1489. Richard Bocher, B. D. and fellow, left 
by will 4o ſhillings for a ſcholar who ſhould be 
{killed in grammar and the arts. The appoint- 
ment in the maſter and fellows, within a month 
or two after a vacancy. His office was to read 
the Bible at dinner. 

1495. The fociety founded a ſcholarſhip, 
which, out of gratitude to the Ducheſs of Nor- 
folk, was called after her name. Qualifications, 
Kipend and exerciſes the ſame as Bcche:'s. 

1325. 
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1525, John Sayntwary, and James Curfon, 
founded another ſimilar to the laſt. 

1543. The ſociety founded 6 poor ſcholar- 
ſhips, the falary 8d. per week each, but after- 
wards increaſed to 12d. with a ſmall allowance 
for laundreſs and barber, The vaczncies were 
to be filled up within three months, out of thoſe 
completely learned in grammar, who were to 
proceed in arts, and after ſtudy divinity. Upon 
theſe conditions they migkt retain them for ſix 
vears, otherwiſe only for three. They were not 
to be abſent from college above a month in the 
vear, without permiſiion. 

1569. John Mere, eſq. beadle, founded a ſcho- 
larſhip, to be called after his own name, and 
appropriated it to the county of Cambridge; 
allowance and treatment to be the ſame as 
others. Election within a month after a va- 
cancy. 

1567. Archbiſhop Parker founded 3 Norwich 
ſcholarſhips. The appoincment in the power of 
the mayor and aldermen, from the ſchools in 
that city, or ia Aylſham, Norfolk. The ſcholars 
muſt be under the age of 20, at the time of their 
election, well inſtructed in grammar, &c. and 
born in the city of Norwich. They are to enjoy 
their exhibition fix years if they take orders; 
otherwiſe only three. Notice to be given of a 
wacancy within two weeks, and to be filled up

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within four more. To be abſent no more than a 
month in a year, and that with permiſſion. 

1569. Archbiſhop Parker founded 2 more, with 
the ſame reſtrictions. Theſe five ſcholars were 
aſſigned rooms and 12d. a week for their com- 
mons. They are likewiſe :o be taught free by 
the Norwich fellows, who, on this condition, 
have a right to hold prebends with their fellow» 
Hips. 

The ſame archbiſhop provided for 3 other 
ſcholars, out of ſome tenements in Weſtmi ſter, 
then rented at 8]. 13s. 4d. to be called Canter- 
bury ſcholars. They are nominated by the dean 
and chapter of that church from their free ſchool, 
and to be ſuch tenant's ſons, in Norfolk, Suffolk, 
and Lincolnſhire, as they are obliged to ſupport 
there. But if none are ſent to college after 
three weeks notice of a vacancy, the dean and 
chapter of Weftminſter are to ſend one from 
their ſchool, which, if they fail to do, they ſor- 
feit their turn, and the ſociety elect one, after 
three weeks, from any ſchool in the province of 
Canterbury. He at the ſame time ordered the 
maſter of the hoſpital at Eaſtbridge in the city of 
Canterbury, to pay 61. 13s. 4d. for the mainte- 
nance of 2 ſcholars, whom he, with the dean of 
that church, was to nominate from the king's 
| ſchool in that city. The candidates to be born in 
Kent; che college to give fix weeks notice of a 
Tacancy.

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ture, to be elected by the corporation of Nor- 
wich, He is to be well (killed in writing, and 
to be called the ſenior bible-clerk, to take down

1550. John Parker, eſq. founded 3 ſcholar- 
mips out of an annuity of 10l. from his eſtate at 
Lambeth. The nomination he reſerved to him- 
ſelf, bur one after his death was to devolve on 
the archbiſhop (and, during a vacancy, on the 
ſociety) who had the ſole choice of the other 
two. One was to be choſen from Canterbury 
tchool, born in the city; another from Avlſham, 
and born there; the third, in like manner, from 
Wymondham. The qualifications, Ce. are the 
fame as the Norwich ſcholars. But if none are 
ſo qualified, or if the archbiſhop ſhould neglect

IN this college are 29 fellowſhipz: 12 are 
called ſenior fellowſhips, of the original char- 
ter; of theſe, 3 are of the old foundation, open 
to all counties, and alſo ro lavmen; 3 founded 
by Dr. Caius, to be poileſfed by Norfolk men, 
two of whom' mui be piyſicians; and the re-

KING'S 
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KING'S COLLEGE. 


THIS foundation, excluſive of priefts and ſub- 
erdinate officers,. conſiſts of a provoſt 70 fel. 
lows and ſcholars; the latter to be ſupplied, by 
regula: ſuccefſion, from Eton college, which, as 
we have already obſerved, was founded and en- 
dowe:! by King Henry VI. about the ſame time 
with this college: The time of electiun of ſcho» 
lars into the roya foundation or Eton college is 
about the end of July or beginning of Auguft, at 
the appointment of the two ſocieties; on the va- 
cancy of fellowikips at King's college, they are 
elected to that foundation, and after the expira- 
tion of three years from the day of their admiſ- 
fion, are choſen fellows. King's college has 
peculiar privileges; the provoſt and fellows 
have abſolute authority within the walls of the 
college, and are not ſubject to the juriſdiction 
of the univerſity; and its undergraduates are 
exempt from the power of the proctors and other 
univerſity officers, neither do they keep any 
public excrciſes in the ſchools, or are any way 
examined for iheir bachelor of arts? degree; and 
alſo have the ſingular advantage of wearing hats 
with their gowns as foon as they commence 
bachelors of arts, a privilege only allowed to 
the maYters of arts of th: univerſity, noblemen, 
and thoſe fellow-commoners who are baronets 
r ſans of baronets. 
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OUEEN'S COLLEGE. 


WHEN the Lady Margaret founded this col- 
lege, ſhe appointed a preſident and 4 feilows. 
The following benefators euch founded a fel» 


lowſhip: 
John Mark John Green 
Lady Jane Burrough John A'fey 
John Collinfon John Wiat. 


John Drewell, canon of St. Paul's, London, alſo 
founded two, and John Durby one, fellowihip. 
The 5 ſenior divine's fellowſhips were founded 
by Lady Margery Rofs. In the whole there are 
19, what are called foundation fellowſhips, (2 of 
which are appropriated to the county of York,) 
befide 1 bye-tellowſhip. The retitriction in the 
choice of the icſt of the feilows is, that there 
can be but one of a county, except where they 
have eſtates; though they Frequently have a 
difrenſation from the king to cleft one fellow 
more tom any county. There are alto 47 ſcho- 
larſhips and 8 exhibitions, the particulars of 
which ve cannat at prevent ſtate with accuracy.

THE fellowſhips at this college are 14 in num- 
der; liz of them are of the original college 
foundation; ſix give a preference to thofe boru 
in Yorkſhire, and in failure of them to men born 
zn the county of Lincoln; one is appropriated 
to Coventry ſchool; ard one is annexed to the 
office of chaplain or condut ; three others are 
called bye-fecllowthips.

THE number of foundation fellowſhips at thi; 
college is only 6, but it has ſince been increaſed 
by different bens factors to 16, ove of which was 
founded by John Royfton, maſter of the college: 
The reſtriction h-re is, that eight ſhall be held 
by perſons born in count.es North, and eight by 
thoſe born in countics South of the Trent.—TFhe 
ele ion of fellows in this college is ſomewhat 
peculiar, as the ſole appointment is not veited 
in the hands of the ſociety : On every vacancy 
the fellows nominate two candidates, and the 
biſhop of Ely elects one of them; but there is 
one feilowſhip to which the biſhop has an exclu- 
ive right boch to nominate and appeint.

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CHRIST COLLEGE. 


AT this college there are 15 fellowfhips: 12 
of which were founded by Lady Margaret, 
mother of King Henry VII. and are open to all 
counties, but with this reſtric on, there cannot 
be more than one fellow of a county at the ſame 
time, except Yorkſhire, where there may be 
two: the holders of theſc 12 foundation fellows» 
thips muſt take orders within four months after 
their election, provided their age will admit of 
it, if not, within four months after they have 
attained that age, King Edward VI. added atio- 
ther fellowſhip, and two more were afterwards 
founded, one by Sir John Finch, the other hy 
Sir Thomas Baines :—Thoſe who can prove rela- 
tionſhip tothe founders of the two latter, have a 
prior claim, nor is it neceſſary they ſhou!d take 
holy orders. Lady Margaret alſo founded 47 
ſcholarſhips, nv more than three of which can 
be poſteſſed by men of the ſame county at the 
ſame time.

Tir CHANCFLI OR.—The origin of th 
officer we can find no account ot, but probably it 
is as ancient as the univerſity itf if), as we ob- 
ſerve men ion made of him in fame of the o'defſl 
records and papers:—The office ws 0: iginatly 
annual, and continue t fo bail the yer 18043 
but the univers finding it troubleſome to 
chooſe a new chancellor, and hwing this year 
piiched on a porſon u qua ed for the place, 
vir. John Fiſher, biſhop of Ro heſter, continued 
him in the office for | fe, ard which was in the 
vear 1514 more ſolemnly confirmed by them: at 
preſent the chance bor does not hold his office 
lar ante vita, bur many be elected every three years, 
vr continued longer by the tacit conſent of the 
univerſi'y; when it became triennial we know 
not. Before the election of a vice-chancellor, 
the chancellor was a doctor, who reſided in the 
univerſity, and Cid the whole duty himſelf. The 
chancellor ſeals the diplomas or letters of de- 
grees, proviſion, &c. given in the univerſity. 
He is to govern the univerſity, being its firſt 
ma -iſtrate, to preſerve and defend its rights and 
priviieges, to convoke afiemb'ies, and do juſtice 
among the members under kis juriſdi ion. He

firſt perſon of honor who was chancellor wn:
